Court Proceedings.

_ When we went to press last
week the court was on the third
day of the trial of Eddie McKnight
and Jane Cameron. The evi:
dence was very conflicting and
contradictory. The woman acted
as her own aitorneyv in cross.ex-
amining the witnesses. The case
was given to the jury about half
past twelve o'clock Thursday. Af-
ter about five hours deliberation
a verdict of uilty with recommen-
dation to mercy was rendered.
The sentence of the court was
$100 fine or eight months hard
labor, each.

At the conclusion of the trial
Mr. Thos. M Gilland annouced to
the coart the death of E G Chand-
ler, Esq., a member of the Kings-
tree Bar. The Judge at once ad-
journed the court until two o'clock
Fridav afternoon in respect to the
deceased attorney.

When the court reconvened
Friday afternoon the case against
Mr. E B McKnight was called.
The defendant was repres=nted by

Walter Hazard, Esq., and Mr. T
M Giiland represented the State.

The case was not concluded until
late Saturday afternoon. After
only a few minutes deliberation
the jurv brought in a verdict of
not guilty.

This finished the docket and the
criminal court wae adjourned.

Monday the civil docket was
taken up. This lasted two days
and the court adjourned Tuesday
alternoon.

Solicitor John 8 Wilson was
unwell when he arrived here from
Manning. but he managed to keep
up and prosecute the crimmal
cases until Thursday, when he
had to give up and and take to
his bed. Thos. M Gilland, Esq.,
ex—solicitor of this circuit took
charge of matters for the state
then.

O A SEROLS CHARE

MR. J. Z. MOCONNELL, JR, AR-
RESTED IN CHARLESTON

On a Charge of Embezzling $795 of the
Funds of a Minor.—He Is in the
Kingstres Jail.

Sometime last summer Mr. J.
Z. McConnell, Jr., then probate
judge of this county, left here
very suddenly, and there was a
great deal of sensational talk
about it. Some time later the
foreman of the grand jury swore
out a warntfor Mr. McConnell's
arrest, and placed it tn the hands
of the sherifl. Nothing more was
heard of it until the grand jury
filed it final report with the court
last week.

On Frniday Mr. McConnell was
arrested in Charleston, where he
has been in business several
months past.

The following in regard to the
arrestiz taken from Saturday’s
News and Courier:

Mr. J. Z. McConnell, Jr. Ex-Pro-
bate Judge of Williamsburg
County, was arrested here yester-
day mornong by Detective John
Brennan, and lodged at the 3Sta-
tion House on a charge of embez
zling. He has borne (he reputa.
tion of & highly respectable and
prominenl citizen of Kings'ree
every since he was elected lo serve
the people as Probate Judge, In
the year 1893, and the news of his
arrest on such a serious charge
will no doubt oceasion mnch sur
prise among his friends through-
out the Stata, A short while atter
McConnell’s apprehension Deputy
Sheriff Lemon, of Williamsburg
County, arrived in the city.
According to an affidavit made
before Magistrate Matthews, of
Kingstree, by Edwin Harper, the
foreman of the gr.nd jury, a few
days ago Mr. McConnell is wanted
for the misappropriation of $795
of the estate of Miss Marparet
Haselden while he held the posi-
tion of Probate Judge. ‘lhe affi-
davit, which was made when the
grand jury convened the first of
this week is as follows: )

Personally appeared before me
W. W. Matthews, a magistrate of
said county and the s 'id state, lid-
win Harper, who being duly sworn
says: That as foreman of the grand
jury for the present year for said
counly and Stale, under instruct
rious of the Judge of the Court
of Common Pleas and Genera!l Ses-
gion for said county a committee
of the grand jury was appointed,
of which ccmmittee deponent was
made chairman.

That in pursuance thereoft a
thorough examination was made
of the books and records of the
probate office of said county, of
whichone J, Z. McConnell, Jr,
who was the Probate Judge aud
by virtue thereof the custodian of
all money and general guardian
of Margaret A. D. Haselden. a
minor, at Kingstrec, in the ¢ un-
ty and State aforesaid, on the 21st
day of June, 1897, by virtue of the
said office, and the intrustment
aforesaid, the said J. Z. McConnell
Jr.did receive and take into his
possession the sum of seven hun-
dred and ninety five dollars
which was paid and delivered to
the said J. Z. McConnell, Jr, as
general guardian of the said Mar-
garet A. D. Haselden, to hold the

<ame in ftrust for her, the said
Margaret A. D. Baselden, and

having so received the said mon-
ey for and on account of the per-
scn and object aforesaid, the suid
J. Z. McConnell, Jr, not regarding
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the proper conduct of his office
aforesaid and his du*y in that be-
half and with a frandulent intent
to use sail maney for his own
private purpose in breach of
his trust, then and there fraud-
nlently and felonionsly did em
bezzle and convert to lns own use
the said sum of seven hundred
and ninty-five dollers and that
Ervin M. Smith, C. W. McClam
and Edwin Epps are maleriul
witnesses in behalf of the State.

Anarrest warrant, which was
issued by Magistrate Matthews
several months ago, was forward
¢d to Chief ol Police Boyle for ex
ecution pursuant to an order from
the presiding Judge.

Mr. McConnell, in speaking to a
Reporter for the News and Cour-
ier, said that he could not deny!
having misplaced the mouey, but |
it wasaltogether a piece of care-
lessness on hix part and thatevery
thing would sucn be esatisfactorily
adjusted out of Court,

“About year afler I went into
office.” said he “I found that 1
was chort about three hundred
dollars of Miss Haselden’s funds.
1t worried me considerably when
I learned of my shortage, but in-
asmuch as about five hundred
dollars was owing me I hoped to
pay up the money that fall. But
things didnt turnout as I had anti
cipated and this occasioned me no
end of anxiety. In order to drown
my troubles I resorted to whisk ey
aud soon found myself hopelessly
behind. When my term of office
expired last June Pstill entertain-
ed hopes of earning sufficient mon
ey to square accounts with the
county before any proceedings
were instituted against me.
After1 came to Charleston and
began selling cigars for a New
York house I was informed that
a warrant hald been issued against
meso ] was not surprised when
Detective Brennan srrested “me
this morning. I am confident
tbat, the case will be compromised
as soon as I get back to King-
stree.”

Since Mr. McConnell came to
Charleston last August he, to
gether with his wife and child,
have been boarding at a house on
npper King street. A dispatch
from the sherilf of Williamsburg
County received later in the day;
requested that MdConnell be held
until furthernotize from Kings—
Lree. _
Mr. McConnell was brought
here Saturday night, and lodged
in jail, where he now is.
